2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record does not teach for fairly suggests in combination the step of selecting, 
on a transmission side, a burst length of interleaving from among values that are 
multiples of the predetermined number and that are divisors of a total number of bits of 
data signals included in each of the radio blocks, and transmitting the burst length to a 
reception side.
